SHAMED former soccer 
star Stan Collymore last 
night claimed he was 
beaten up by a group of 
rugby players. 

He needed hospital treatment 
for facial injuries, including a 
broken nose, after a punch-up in 
a Dublin burger bar yesterday. 

The ex-England striker told police 
his attackers were players from top 
rugby team Bath — in Ireland for a 
European Cup tie. 

Collymore claims one of the rugby 
aces taunted him with racial jibes in 
front of James Bond star Pierce 
Brosnan at a showbiz bash, before up 
to eight of them set upon him. 

He has given the Garda, the Irish 
police, the name of several players 
he says assaulted him and will make 
another statement to English police 
today. 

Collymore, who disgraced himself 
by beating up telly beauty Ulrika 
Jonsson in a Paris bar during the 
1998 World Cup, was in Dublin 
promoting his new warts-and-all 
autobiography. 

He headed for celebrity haunt 
Lillie’s Bordello for an after-show 
party after appearing on a telly chat- 
show. 

Collymore was with 007 star 
Brosnan, who was also a guest on the 
show, when one player allegedly 
came up to him and made a racist 
comment. 

Shocked drinkers looked on as the 
ugly confrontation sparked a scuffle. 

Bouncers had to step in to stop the 
pushing and shoving and the rugby 
players were told to leave. 


Punching 


Collymore, 33, stayed at the club 
until about 3.30am as he tried to put 
the bust-up out of his mind. 

But as he made his way back to his 
hotel he decided to stop off at a fast 
food joint — only to allegedly run into 
the players who were eating inside. 

Collymore claims up to eight play- 
ers piled into him, punching him and 
knocking him to the floor. 

Horrified restaurant staff called 
the police, but although they arrived 
within minutes the attackers had 
already fled. 

Irish sources say Collymore was 
initially unwilling to co-operate with 
police, but was eventually persuaded 
to go to hospital and to make a 
statement. 

A source said: “He was quite 
abusive and did not want to say what 
happened. 

“But after being calmed down he 
agreed to go to hospital and to make 
a statement.” 

Collymore discharged himself 
from hospital a few hours after being 
treated and was later questioned by 
police. 

A police spokesman said officers 
were continuing to investigate the 
allegations and revealed they may 
watch CCTV footage from the restau- 
rant as part of their inquiry. 

He said: “The matter is under 
investigation and is being treated 
seriously.” 

Collymore’s agent Simon Kennedy 


said last night: “Stan will be meeting 
his solicitor tomorrow and going to a 
police station to make statements 
alleging physical and racial attacks. 

“We are planning to take a civil 
action against the people involved. 

“Stan at no time started anything. 
He is the innocent party in this case. 

“He would like to thank the Garda 
who were very good and treated him 
extremely well.” 

In a statement last night, Bath 
Rugby Club general manager Bob 
Calleja said: “We are not prepared to 
comment at present until we’ve 
considered all the facts.” 

A spokesman for the club said that 
a fuller statement may be made 
today. 

Bath crashed to a 30-11 defeat to 
Leinster in front of almost 19,000 
fans at Ireland’s national stadium, 
Lansdowne Road. 

They are one of England’s leading 
clubs and have a squad packed with 
international stars. 

The side that faced Leinster 
included England World Cup hero 
Mike Tindall, boyfriend of Princess 
Anne’s daughter Zara Phillips.
